Edmonton police have 
handed out significantly 
fewer roadside suspensions 
to drivers in 2012 compared 
to the same period last year. 

There have been 1,190 
roadside suspensions so far 
in 2012, compared to 1,904 
year to date in 2011 — a de¬ 
crease of 37 per cent, accord¬ 
ing to data from Edmonton 


Police Services (EPS). 

In October 2012, shortly 
after strengthened penal¬ 
ties for impaired violations 
between 0.05 and 0.08 went 
into effect, there were 97 
roadside suspensions, a 49 
per cent decrease from Oc¬ 
tober 2011 when there were 
191. 

Police say it’s too early to 
jump to conclusions about 
the new impaired driving 
legislation, noting the sta¬ 
tistics are “just numbers.” 

“This is not enough of 
a trend to establish any 
solid reasoning why this is 
happening,” said Lisa So- 
bchyshyn, a spokesperson 
with EPS. 

Sobchyshyn said a num¬ 
ber of factors, ranging from 
weather conditions, the lo¬ 
cation of Checkstops and 
even the NHL lockout, have 
affected the decreasing 


number of drivers receiving 
roadside suspensions. 

Data also shows a slight 
decrease in the number of 
impaired driving charges. 

According to Sgt. Con¬ 
rad Moschansky, with the 
Impaired Driving Counter¬ 
measures Unit, there are 
essentially three different 
types or roadside suspen¬ 
sions, two of which went 
into effect over the summer. 

Moschansky said while 
the numbers may show de¬ 
creases, the fact Checkstops 
continue to nab plenty of 
impaired drivers is concern¬ 
ing. 

“Sadly, I can’t say that 
we come in at the end of the 
shift and we haven’t caught 
anyone. 

“I think it would be ex¬ 
citing to come in and say, 
‘We didn’t catch a soul,”’ he 
said.

a new centre until 1981.

30 years,” he said. 

Mandel said he hasn’t de¬ 
cided whether he will try to 
continue beating back the 
good enough mentality as 
mayor, past this coming year. 
He said he hasn’t yet decided 
if he will run in another elec¬ 
tion. 

“It is a great job, it has 
been the most fun I have 
ever had in any job in my 
life,” he said. “Some days I 
think I can’t wait to do it 
again, other days I think why 
would I?”

She said her party would 
deliver the kind of financial 
stability that municipal¬ 
ities are now demanding, 
by transferring 10 per cent 
of provincial tax revenues 
directly to them with no 
strings attached. 

Despite the province’s 
increased funding, Smith 
said municipalities are still 
treated as beggars at the prov¬ 
ince’s table. “They still have 


to go begging cap in hand and 
hope that the province ap¬ 
proves the critical infrastruc¬ 
ture in their cities.” 

She said she doesn’t fa¬ 


vour new tax powers for mu¬ 
nicipalities because it would 
be inefficient and the prov¬ 
ince could raise the money in 
other ways. 


“If you have 400 munici¬ 
palities all trying 400 differ¬ 
ent types of taxes, all hiring 
400 tax administrations, 
what’s the point,” she said. 


Smith said next time the 
party will be much more 
careful with its candidates — 
and they are already looking 
ahead to the next election. 


Police launch holiday anti-theft initiative 



It only took a few seconds for 
Const. Christopher Lucas to 
smash the window of a car in 
the Sobey’s Hawlcstone park¬ 
ing lot Wednesday morning. 

Using a baton, Lucas dem¬ 
onstrated just how easy it 
is for a thief to break into a 
vehicle as part of a campaign 
launched by the Edmonton 
Police Service (EPS) in part¬ 
nership with the Alberta Mo¬ 
tor Association (AMA). 

Operation Christmas Pres¬ 
ence reminds individuals to 
keep purchases and other 
goods out of their vehicles to 
help prevent car theft during 


the holiday season. 

“If you have to leave any¬ 
thing in your car, put it in 
your trunk ... you also have 
your glove box,” said Lucas. 

The campaign is urging 
Edmontonians to use com¬ 
mon sense to prevent vehicle 
thefts. 

“By taking a couple of 
simple steps, you can make 
sure that you’re not a target 
for car thieves and that they 
move on and look for the 
next opportunity,” said Chris 
Rechner with the AMA. 

After demonstrating a 
vehicle break-in, Lucas and 


Rechner scoured the parking 
lot for vehicles with goods 
in plain sight, leaving yellow 
“All Valuables Removed” plac¬ 
ards on the vehicle’s wind¬ 
shields. 

The placards explain that 
vehicle theft is a problem and 
include tips to prevent be¬ 
coming a victim. 

“You’d be surprised how 
many people actually just 
leave their cars unlocked, or 
they’ll leave them running 
with the keys in them ... You 
don’t even have to smash a 
window for that,” Lucas said.

An 84-year-old grand¬ 
mother has spent the last 
18 months doing something 
she loves — knitting 1,000 
tuques for charity.

A new study released Wednes¬ 
day suggests IQ tests aren’t all 
they’re cracked up to be. 

“I think IQ tests are a mas¬ 
sive over-simplification,” said 
Adam Hampshire, one-half of 
the team of researchers who 
debunked the IQ myth. 

“I would be incredibly 
skeptical of their results.” 

Traditional IQ tests favour 
one type of intelligence, said 
Hampshire. But people can be 
smart in multiple ways. 

Hampshire and his part¬ 
ner Adrian Owen, from West¬ 
ern University’s Brain and 
Mind Institute, created a new 
test that was able to gauge a 
person’s intelligence in a var¬ 
iety of streams. 

It was posted online and 
gathered tens of thousands of 
hits in just a few weeks. 

“The day the initial trial 
went live, thousands of 
people signed on and they 
broke it,” said Hampshire. 
“People started emailing 
their scores and putting 
them on Faceboolc, challen¬ 
ging their friends and it went 
viral. 

“It was exhilarating and 
remarkably stressful.”

The study found that there 
are three main types of intel¬ 
ligence. One relates to short¬ 
term memory, another deals 
with reason and logic, and 
the last shows a person’s 
strength at variable testing.

Yasmin Nakhuda has every¬ 
thing ready for her little 
monkey to come home:

Year’s, and a cottage rented 
in Kawartha Lakes, where 
it’s not yet illegal to own a 
monkey. 

On Thursday she’ll be ask¬ 
ing a court to return Darwin. 

On Dec. 9, Darwin was 
found wandering in a north 
Toronto Ikea parking lot. 

A photo of him in a faux- 
shearling coat soon made 
its way to Twitter and from 
there spread around the 
world. 

It even landed Darwin 
a nod from The Guardian 
newspaper in its 10 fashion 
moments of the year. 

Bylaw officials asked Nak¬ 
huda to surrender the animal 


and fined her $240 under the 
Toronto Municipal Code for 
keeping a prohibited animal. 

The opposing side in her 
court case is requesting an 
adjournment, something 
that would give Kawartha 
Lakes time to enact an exot¬ 
ic-animals ban already in the 
pipeline. 

Speaking outside Toronto 
Animal Services, Nakhuda 
talked about the trauma. 

“Unless you’ve owned a 
primate, you cannot under¬ 


stand what it is to lose one,” 
said Nakhuda, who works as 
a real-estate lawyer. 

About 30 supporters, 
many friends and family 
members, attended a protest 
Wednesday at Toronto Ani¬ 
mal Services. 

Nakhuda’s children 

— 16-year-old Omar and 
12-year-old Misha — held 
signs that featured a picture 
of Darwin behind bars and 
read: “Free Darwin now!”

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New online scam 
holds computers 
hostage, experts say 



Cybercrime. 

‘Ransomware’ locks 
your data, scares you 
into paying and may 
soon hit cellphones 
and businesses 


Visit a porn site and you could 
have your computer locked 
down and an online ransom 
demanded as part of a secur¬ 
ity threat now expected to 
spread to other areas of the 
cyber world in 2013. 

It’s called “ransomware” 
and the idea is to scare 
computer users into paying 
money to get their machine 
working again and their 
data back, said Kevin Haley 
of Symantec Corp., maker of 
software security programs. 

“The scam is usually, ‘Hey 
we see that you have pornog¬ 
raphy on your machine and 
we’re the police and you’re 
going to jail for it,” Haley said 
— unless you pay a fine or 


“ransom,” he added. 

That means being told on¬ 
line by cybercriminals to buy 
a prepaid card with a specific 
amount. The user enters the 
card’s PIN number on the 
computer keyboard’s num¬ 
eric pad, the only thing not 
locked down, Haley said. 

Smaller corporations, 
executives and even individ¬ 
uals, all of whom may not 
have their data backed up, 


are at risk in 2013, as attack¬ 
ers broaden their base, he 
said. 

And the victims will likely 
not get their data back. 

“These are not honourable 
people. Unfortunately, we 
will see some really diabolical 
and nasty tricks used to try to 
force people to pay.”

U.S. President Barack Obama 
on Wednesday demanded 
“concrete proposals” on curb¬ 
ing gun violence that he could 
send to Congress no later than 
January — an urgent effort to 
build on the growing political 
consensus over gun restric¬ 
tions following last week’s 
massacre of children at a Con¬ 
necticut school. 

It was a tough new tone 
for the president, whose first 
four years were largely quiet 
on the issue amid widespread 
political reluctance to tackle a 
powerful gun-rights lobby. But 
emotions have been high after 
the gunman in Friday’s shoot¬ 
ing used a semi-automatic rifle 
to kill 20 young children and 
six adults at the school, after

killing his mother at home. 

“This time, the words need 
to lead to action,” Obama said. 
He said he will push legisla¬ 
tion “without delay” and urged 
Congress to hold votes on the 
bill next year. 

“The fact that we can’t 
prevent every act of violence 
doesn’t mean we can’t steadily 
reduce the violence,” Obama 
said. 

The policy process Obama 
was announcing Wednesday 
was expected to include input 
from the departments of Jus¬ 
tice, Education, and Health 
and Human Services. The De¬ 
partment of Homeland Secur¬ 
ity is also expected to play a 
key role, the associated press

“We are in the midst 
of historic cultural and 
demographic changes, and 
Obama is both the sym¬ 
bol and in some ways the 
architect of this new Amer¬ 
ica,” Time editor Rick Sten¬ 


gel told NBC’s Today show, 
where he announced the se¬ 
lection on Wednesday. 

The short list for the 
honour included Malala 
Yousafzai, the Pakistani 
teenager who was shot 
in the head for advocat¬ 
ing for girls’ education, as 
well as Egyptian President 
Mohamed Morsi, Apple 
CEO Tim Cook and Italian 
physicist Fabiola Gianotti of 
CERN. 

Obama also received the 
honour in 2008, when he 
was president-elect. 

In an interview with 
Time, Obama said his re- 
election “may have been 


more satisfying a win than 
2008.” 

“We’ve gone through a 
very difficult time,” Obama 
told the magazine. 

“The American people 
have rightly been frustrated 
at the pace of change, and 
the economy is still strug¬ 
gling, and this president 
we elected is imperfect; and 
yet, despite all that, this is 
who we want to be.”

Doom awaits us — later 


2012 prophecy. The 

world won’t end on 
Dec. 21 , experts say, 
but there are plenty of 
ways Earth could go

It was fun while it lasted, but 
it seems the world is ending. 
A growing clamour, based on 
the Mayan calendar, insists 
that Dec. 21, 2012, will mark 
the death of humanity. Even 
NASA has received thousands 
of terrified messages from the 
public. 

But the calendar has been 
misinterpreted, say experts, 
who claim the “end” refers 
only to the end of a cycle. The 
Mayan calendar is split into 
394-year “baktuns,” and 2012 
will see a new era. 

“The 13th Balctun will end 
on Dec. 21, and another will 
start,” says Ines Valera-Silva, 
a researcher in Mayan studies 
at Loughborough University in 
the U.K. “That’s all. A catastro¬ 
phe has never been predicted.” 

Mayans today have stopped 



using the old calendar, Valera- 
Silva adds. “There is no reason 
to interpret this as a prophecy, 
but obviously some people are 
excited by it.” 

Hollywood movies and 
social media have driven the 
debate on exactly how the 
world will end. One Faceboolc 
page with 13,000 fans suggests 
it will come from a cosmic 


event. 

“The biggest threat is a 
comet impact,” says Benny Pei- 
ser, catastrophe specialist and 
founder of climate policy net¬ 
work CCNet. “It happens every 
few million years and could 
happen at any time. Astron¬ 
omers are scanning the sky for 
potential risks, and we need to 
solve the problem for good by 


developing the technology to 
deflect asteroids.” 

More speculators believe a 
black hole will open and swal¬ 
low us all. The fear led to wide¬ 
spread criticism of scientists 
working on the Large Hadron 
Collider, rumoured to be ca¬ 
pable of producing a black 
hole. 

Humankind may not need 


cosmic forces to bring down 
armageddon. The Cold War 
may be over, but the number 
of nuclear nations has grown 
swiftly — and with it, the risk 
of a “final war.” 

“It’s no secret how to make 
the weapons and it’s not 
hard to think of people crazy 
enough to use them,” says 
Alan Roboclc, environmental 
scientist at Rutgers University 
and author of Nuclear Winter 
Revisited. 

Threat of terrorism beside, 
Roboclc sees a risk in regional 
feuds between nuclear powers 
India and Pakistan or Israel 
and Iran. 

Environmentalists point to 
rising sea levels and the threat 
of a supervolcano, while nano¬ 
technology may yet produce 
microorganisms that kill us 
from the inside. 

The endless possibilities 
explain the interest in book¬ 
maker William Hill’s offer of 
1,000,000-to-l on the world 
ending. 

“Some may say it is a bet 
we can never lose, for the ob¬ 
vious reason that we won’t 
be here to pay out should it 
happen,” spokesman Graham 
Sharpe says, but several bets 
have already been placed.

Jose Natividad Ic Xec, a na¬ 
tive Mayan living in Merida, 
capital of Yucatan in Mexico 
where the Mayan civilization 
once thrived, has dedi¬ 
cated his life to promote his 
culture and tradition. Xec 
explains what the doomsday 
prophecy really means for his 
compatriots. 

What does Dec. 21 mean to 
the Mayan people? 

For Mayans living in Yucatan, 
this date means nothing. Like 
anyone else, we spend that 
day thinking about what we 
are going to eat, about our 
jobs or what the next few 
months will be like for us. 
This date was only conceived 
as a stage in a calendar, as 
Dec. 22 marks the end of 13 
balctuns, (a balctun is a period 
of 394 years or 144,000 days). 
And so, it’s just the end of an 
era in a calendar. 

So the end-of-the-world 
prophecy is all fantasy? 

People speak of a revolution 
in human consciousness, 
a new light that will shine 
upon the world. Believers 
talk of some kind of trans¬ 
formation and will gather at 
the Mayan pyramids to per¬ 
form some kind of ritual. But 
all of this is not attributed 
to the Maya; we really don’t 
care about it — on the con¬ 
trary, it makes us laugh. Our 
people know little about the

Experts claim that the 13th 
balctun is a good opportunity 
for people to make a profit 
out of those who believe. And

You use social networks to 
promote your culture. How 


popular is Chilam Balam 
(Xec’s blog based on the 
Mayan document allegedly 
containing prophecies)? 

It’s a concept that I started 
two years ago, first on Twit¬ 
ter and Faceboolc, then on 
a blog, which I hope will 


continue to grow. On my 
website, I publish stories on 
Mayan culture and its charac¬ 
teristics. 

Do you yourself have any 
plans to mark the Mayan 
event? 

Yes, on Dec. 21 and 22,1 
will be doing live broad¬ 
casts from (ancient Mayan 
site) Chichen Itza. I will be 
chatting to Mayans who live 
in the area. I want them to 
tell me about how they live. 
Perhaps they will perform 
some traditional dancing. I 
will also talk to other experts 
like myself who have worked 
their whole lives to promote 
Mayan culture. But for all 
this to happen, I need spon¬ 
sors. But I’m aware that our 
old indigenous culture is not 
a big seller. 


Doomsday industry still booming 
despite the lessons of the past 



Mexico. Prophecy injects 
billions into economy 


Are you done your apocalypse 
shopping yet? You could throw 
down $30,000 on a space in a 
luxury underground bunker 
or a cheaper “survival kit” that 
can help you eat grass. Apoca¬ 
lypse literature is booming, 
with sales from the Left Behind 
book series worth almost $1 
billion. 

It’s a modem update of the 
paper “pardons” sold as insur¬ 
ance against judgment day in 
the Middle Ages. Many experts 
trace the birth of the apoca¬ 
lypse industry to the U.S. Miller- 
ite movement, when preacher 
William Miller launched a cam¬ 
paign to promote his vision of 
doomsday in the 1840s. 

“Systematic commercial¬ 
ization first arose from fear of 
nuclear war in the 1960s, with 
companies building bomb 


shelters,” says Lome Daw¬ 
son, sociologist and author of 
Prophetic Failure and Millen¬ 
nial Movements. “That showed 
the business opportunity, and 
it continued with the surviv- 


alist movement of the 1970s 
and the growing fear of an eco¬ 
catastrophe.” 

The years 2000 and 2012 
have revived the focus, and 
Dawson believes it taps into a 


basic human desire. “Simple 
psychology shows that people 
need to believe they do not live 
in chaos, that there is a higher 
purpose.” 

Doom preaching has drawn 
backlash following cases such 
as the 2011 suicide of British 
teenager Isabel Taylor. “It’s an 
industry that exploits anxiety 
and can be dangerous,” says 
Bill Hudson, astronomer and 
editor of the 2012hoax blog. 

Even if 2012 passes with¬ 
out incident, don’t expect the 
industry to stop. “Even when 
a theoiy is debunked, a core 
group tends to become even 
more fervent,” says Hudson. 
“True believers are locked in. 
You can’t reason someone out 
of a position they didn’t reason 
themselves into.”

It may be the end of the 
world, but certainly not for 
Mexico’s economy. The Mayan 
prophecy will have attracted 
more than $15 billion in tour¬ 
ist revenue by the end of 2012 
as millions flock to the coun¬ 
try to discover its indigenous 
civilization. 

Mexico’s Ministry of Tour¬ 
ism predicts 52 million visitors 
will have come to Mexico 
by the end of 2012, many of 
whom will have visited the 
Mundo Maya (Quintana Roo, 
Yucatan and Campeche states). 

“Today we are the 10th 
power for tourism in the 
world and we are working 
hard to be in the top five,” 
outgoing President Felipe 
Calderon said. 

Mexico put aside 
$10 million for a 2012 project 
last summer.

Chump change. New 

analysis shows price tag 
for redeeming one-cent 
coins in circulation will 
be about $7.3M yearly 


The demise of Canada’s one- 
cent coin next year will save 
taxpayers less than expected. 

Finance Minister Jim 
Flaherty announced the im¬ 
pending withdrawal of the 
penny in last March’s budget, 
saying the government would 
save $11 milhon a year in pro¬ 
duction costs. 

That’s because production 
of each one-cent coin had cost 
the Royal Canadian Mint about 
1.6 cents. But a new analysis of 
costs shows that redeeming the 
mountain of circulating pen¬ 
nies beginning Feb. 4 will cost 
taxpayers about $7.3 million a 
year. 

The analysis projects a net 
cost of about $38.3 milhon to 
redeem some six billion pen¬ 
nies expected to be turned in by 
consumers and financial insti¬ 
tutions over the next six years. 

Costs include $53 milhon 
expected to be paid out to 
redeem the face value of the 
coins, as weh as another $27 
milhon in handling and admin¬ 


istration costs by the Royal Can¬ 
adian Mint. 

Recycling the zinc and cop¬ 
per from melted-down pennies 
will bring in about $42.5 mil¬ 
hon in revenue, leaving govern¬ 
ment in the red at slightly more 
than $38 milhon. 

However, adding the $11 
milhon in annual savings from 
not minting any more pennies, 
which ceased production May 4

this year, stih gives the govern¬ 
ment annual savings of almost 


$4 milhon over the expected 
six-year redemption period. 

As the coins are withdrawn, 
cash transactions will begin 
to be rounded off to the near¬ 
est five cents, but there are 
no government-imposed rules 
or pohcing. Electronic trans¬ 
actions, such as those on debit 
cards or credit cards would stih 
be registered in cents.

The U.S. Treasury plans to sell 
its remaining stake in Gen¬ 
eral Motors over the next 15 
months, allowing the auto¬ 


maker to shed the stigma of be¬ 
ing partly owned by the Amer¬ 
ican government. 

GM said Wednesday it will 
spend $5.5 billion US to buy 
back 200 million shares of its 
stock from the Treasuiy by the 
end of this year. 

And the U.S. government, 
unlike its Canadian counter¬ 
part, has promised to sell its 
remaining 300 million shares 
on the open market starting in 


January and get out of the com¬ 
pany’s business within the next 
12 to 15 months. 

The deal almost certainly 
means that Washington will 
lose billions on the $49.5-billion 
US bailout that saved GM from 
being auctioned off in pieces 
during the financial crisis in 
2008 and 2009. GM’s buyback 
will cut the Treasury’s stake to 
19 per cent from 26.5 per cent.

General Motors is moving 
production of the next ver¬ 
sion of its Camaro sports car 
from its Oshawa operation 
in Ontario to a plant in 
Michigan, a move the union 
says will cost 1,000 jobs at 
the massive factory east of 
Toronto. 

The Canadian Auto 
Workers estimated the 
move, which could also 
affect parts companies, 
could cost as many as 
9,000 jobs in the region 
after all the spinoff affects 
are included. 

The decision, which 
will affect workers in late 
2015 or early 2016, caught 
union president Ken 
Lewenza completely by 
surprise and left him feel¬ 
ing angry and betrayed. 

“We are outraged by 
this decision,” he said. 
“This is about thousands 
of jobs in our commun¬ 
ity.” Lewenza called on 
the company to replace 
the roughly 100,000 
vehicles a year worth of 
production in an effort 
to protect the jobs at the 
plant once the Camaro

The 
fantastic Mr. Jamie Foxx 
responds to his critics 



The Internet is stupid, accord¬ 
ing to Jamie Foxx. When asked 
about criticism regarding his 
new film, Django Unchained, 
the star is adamant about the 
fact the online naysayers — 
who have been critical of the 
film’s frequent use of the N 
word by both black and white 
characters — are irrelevant. 
As long as Oprah approves, 
everything’s basically OK. 

“When Oprah saw it, we 
were like ...” Foxx gives us 
a terrified stare. “She was 
like, ‘I loved it. It was hard 
to watch in some spots. I can¬ 
not believe I was laughing in 
some spots at some of these 
things because you know me, 
I’m super-black woman.’ I’m 
paraphrasing.” 

Even director of the film, 
Quentin Tarantino, found 
himself susceptible to the on¬ 
line criticism about the film, 
according to Foxx. 

“A couple friends of mine, 
entertainers, read so much of 
it until they shut down,” Foxx 
says. “Even Quentin calls me, 
says, ‘Man.’ I’m like, ‘What? 
Who gives a f—k. They’re on 
the Internet.’ The Internet to 
me is nothing.” 

Foxx has an explanation 
for all the ire, for his movie 
and on the Internet in gen¬ 
eral.

ousy,” he says. “A lot of people 
aren’t artists. A lot of people 
aren’t special, so all they can 
do is stand on the outside and 
just say the loudest, craziest, 
zaniest sh— in the world. I 
actually laugh at most of the 
stuff, but that’s all it is.” 

But the film about a freed 
slave who becomes a bounty 
hunter is receiving an equal 
amount of praise for its un¬ 
flinchingly violent portrayal 
of life in the South, just two 
years before the Civil War. 
While the brutality is graph¬ 
ic, in a marked contrast, 
there are plenty of hilarious 
moments. It’s the kind of 
juxtaposition that is the hall¬ 
mark of a Tarantino film. 

“(Kerry Washington’s and 
my) character were more 
the grounded characters and 
then all of these funny things 
that happen around them, 
which I think is so necessary, 
because it gave people some 
relief,” Foxx says.

Django Unchained is a movie 
so brutal, it brought Quentin 
Tarantino to tears. 

In Toronto earlier this 
month for the Canadian pre¬ 
miere, he recounted how he 
broke down during an in¬ 
tense scene where a couple 
of sadistic slave owners whip 
Broomhilda (played by Kerry 
Washington), the wife of the 
film’s hero Django.

But it was more the con¬ 
text of the brutality than the 
bloody assault that yanked at 
Tarantino’s emotions. 

“That was a rough scene,” 
he admits. “Where we were 
doing it, when you see that 
scene, you will see shacks be¬ 
hind her and those were the 
actual slave quarters where 
the slaves lived on those plan¬ 
tations. There is blood in that 
grass and flesh in those trees 
and we felt the ancestors who 
once walked there,” he says. 

The Django Unchained 
that audiences will view 
when it heads to theatres on 
Dec. 25 is a toned-down ver¬ 
sion of the film Tarantino ori¬ 
ginally offered the American 
ratings juggernaut MPAA. 

“They actually gave an R 


rating to a rougher version 
than I ultimately ended up 
presenting to the public,” he 
says. 

It was the director himself 
who made the call to chill on 
the violence — even though 
the gore remains trademark 
Tarantino and there are 
plenty of scenes that will 
churn the stomachs of the 
strongest viewers. 

“I could handle a rougher 
version of the movie than 
what exists right now.

I watched that version of the 
movie with audiences, that I 
was traumatizing them too 
much.

Quentin Tarantino 
end of it.” 

Clocking in at just under 
three hours, there’s plenty 
to enjoy in Tarantino’s take 
on the spaghetti western and 
his homage to Italian director 
Sergio Corbucci, the man be¬ 
hind the original Django. The 
film follows Django (Jamie 
Foxx), a slave-turned-bounty 
hunter on his quest to free 
his wife from the evil plan¬ 


tation owner Calvin Candie 
(Leonardo DiCaprio). 

Set in the pre-Civil War 
South, Tarantino peppers his 
dialogue with the N word, 
substitutes literary references 
for his typical pop culture 
banter and offers his heroes 
lots of moral grey areas in 
which to roam. 

“I wasn’t so much trying 
to get a message across (about 
slavery) as paint a very realis¬ 
tic picture of what America 
was like at that time and cre¬ 
ate a world where slavery is 
the norm,” he says. 

“Rather than make some 
soapbox speeches about it, or 
make points against America, 
I just wanted to ... take you 
back to that time and stick 
you in the middle of it.”

Tom Cruise is one of the big¬ 
gest movie stars in the entire 
world. 

If he wants to take your 
book and turn it into a movie 
— as well as cast himself as 
the star — it’s a gift from the 
gods. 

He has the money, power, 
and clout to make anything 
happen. 

But the one thing Cruise 
doesn’t have? 

Height. 

Which is a big problem 
when you’re supposed to be 
portraying Jack Reacher, the 
epically popular character of 
the Lee Child novels, who is 
written as six-foot-five with 
ice-blue eyes, dirty blond hair 
and tipping the scales at 240 
pounds.

“A lot of the book fans 
were so upset that they 
weren’t going to get a fac¬ 


simile of Reacher on the 
screen,” says Jim Grant at a 
recent press conference to 
promote the new film, Jack 
Reacher, which is based off 
his ninth Reacher novel, One 
Shot. (Lee Child is his pen 
name.) 

“Tom Cruise isn’t a big 
guy, sure, but portraying 
the inside of Reacher was 
so much more important,” 
Grant said in his English lilt. 

“It comes down to talent, 
of which there are a very lim¬ 
ited number of people who 
have that level of talent and 
technique.” 


The uproar that someone 
who is five foot seven was 
tapped to play Reacher — a 
character who has helped to 
sell 60 million copies of books 

— reached Twilight-message- 
board levels of hysteria. 

Grant noted that while 
he’s happy his fans care so 
much, they have to under¬ 
stand that there aren’t really 
any actors out there that size 

— a fact he knows first hand. 
“In 100 years, we haven’t 

had an actor of that size. The 
camera can’t deal with that 
large of a physicality,” he says. 
“People said, ‘What about

Child has published seven¬ 
teen Jack Reacher novels — 
the 18th is out next year — 
and he promises that what 
he’s seen on the screen won’t 
influence what he writes on 
the page (meaning Reacher 
won’t magically shrink and 
become a brunette). 

“I’ve seen that happen, but 
don’t worry, I’ve got 17 books 
out before the movie, soon to 
be 18,” he notes. 

“The character is so secure, 
nothing will replace him. To 
me, it’s very clear in my own 
head that the characters in 
the books and movies are re¬ 
lated, but one doesn’t replace 
the other. The movie doesn’t 
cancel the books or vice 
versa.”

O.N.I.F.C. Rapper's 
latest album debuts 
at No. 2 , while 
he prepares for 
fatherhood and 
marriage 


Rapper Wiz Khalifa says prep¬ 
aration for becoming a first¬ 
time father and husband has 
helped put him in a more ma¬ 
ture musical state of mind. 

But that doesn’t mean 
Khalifa will refrain from his 
weed-smoking, rock-star-like 
ways. 

“I’m at a different point in 
my life,” said Khalifa, whose 
sophomore album, O.N.I.F.C., 
debuted at No. 2 on Billboard’s 


200 albums chart this week 
with 141,000 copies sold, ac¬ 
cording to Nielsen Scan. 

“I just want to say things a 
little bit differently and express 
myself on another level on the 
album,” he continued. “I have 
new responsibilities, but I’m al¬ 
ways going to smoke weed and 
enjoy myself. My son is going 
to love me for the same reasons 
others do. I’m not just going to 
turn into some old fart.” 

For the 25-year-old Khalifa, 
life is just getting started. He 
and his fiancee, Amber Rose, 
who is in the third trimester of 
her pregnancy, are expected to 
get married at a courthouse in 
a few weeks. 

Khalifa said he and Rose — 
an ex-girlfriend of Kanye West 
— want to marry before the 
birth of their son. He said they 


will hold a traditional wedding 
ceremony later with family 
and friends. 

“There’s a lot of excitement 
going on,” the Pittsburg-based 
rapper said. “I just worked my 
(butt) off and tried to be bet¬ 
ter every day. I’ve just tried to 
move forward naturally.” 

Rose, a model and rapper, 
appears on Khalifa’s new al¬ 
bum. It also features Pharrell, 
2 Chainz and the Weeknd, who 
appears on the current single 
Remember You. The first sin¬ 
gle, Work Hard, Play Hard, is a 
platinum Top 20 hit. 

While the album is finally 
out, Khalifa and his record 
label, Atlantic Records, initially 
struggled over the creative pro¬ 
cess for O.N.I.F.C., which stands 
for Only N-word in First Class.

Though Adele didn’t have a 

new album or a worldwide 
tour in 2012, she’s still roll¬ 
ing. After a year of Grammy 
glory and James Bond sound¬ 
tracking, Adele has been 
voted The Associated Press 
Entertainer of the Year. 

In 132 ballots submitted 
by members and subscribers 
of the AP, Adele easily out¬ 
paced other vote-getters like 
Taylor Swift, Fifty Shades of 
Grey author E.L. James, the 
South Korean viral video star 
PSY and the cast of Twilight. 

Editors and broadcasters 
were asked to cast their bal¬ 
lot for the person who had 
the most influence on enter¬ 


tainment and culture in 2012. 

Adele’s year began in tri¬ 
umph at the Grammys, took 
a turn through recording the 
theme to the 007 film Skyfall 
and ended with the birth of 
her son in October. The ubi¬ 
quitous Adele was that rare 
thing in pop culture — an un¬ 
qualified sensation, a mega¬ 
star in a universe of niche 
hits. 

By the end of the year, 
her sophomore album, 21, 
had passed 10 million copies 
sold in the U.S., only the 21st 
album in the Nielsen Sound- 
Scan era (begun in 1991) 
to achieve diamond status. 
Buoyed by hits like Someone 
Like You and Rolling in the 
Deep long after its release in 
early 2011, 21 was also the 
top-selling album on iTunes 
for the second year running. 

As David Panian, news 
editor for Michigan’s Daily 
Telegram, put it: “It just 
seemed like you couldn’t turn 
on the radio without hearing 
one of her songs.” 


Women have had a lock 
on the annual Entertainer of 
the Year selection. Previous 
winners include Lady Gaga, 
Taylor Swift, Betty White and 
Tina Fey. Stephen Colbert is 
the lone male winner in the 
six-year history of voting. 

The Grammy Awards in 
February were essentially 
the de facto crowning of the 
24-year-old Adele, whose real 
name is Adele Adkins, as a 
pop queen. 

She won six awards, in¬ 
cluding album of the year. 

It was also a comeback 
of sorts for Adele, who per¬ 
formed for the first time 
since having vocal cord sur¬ 
gery, drawing a standing ova¬ 
tion from the Staples Center 
crowd.

snot.” 

“This record is inspired 
by something that is really 
normal and everyone’s been 
through it, just a rubbish re¬ 
lationship,” said Adele. 

But her luck in love has 
since turned, thanks to her 
boyfriend Simon Konecki. 
In an interview with Vogue 
magazine, Adele said she was 
through with breakup rec¬ 
ords and done being “a bitter 
witch.” 

When Adele announced 
in June that she was having a 
baby with Konecki, her web¬ 
site promptly crashed under 
the heavy traffic. Their son 
was born in October. 

With such an avalanche 
of success and now a mother 
of a newborn son, Adele has 
understandably taken a step 


out of the spotlight.

• Smoked banana leaves

The holiday season is about 
family, community, celebra¬ 
tion ... and food! Delicious 
food. The house is filled with 
rich, tantalizing scents. For 
the youngest at the table, this 
is the stuff that memories are 
made of. The rest of us are 
carried back to our own child¬ 
hoods and find ourselves as 
giddy as the little ones. 

The most festive of holi¬ 
day feasts are both delicious 
and sustainable — a joyous 
combination that’s within 
everybody’s reach. And 
while that perfect balance is 
something of considerable 
debate, a few simple steps 
will elevate your table to 
one worthy of the love you 
bear for friends and family. 

Step #1: Waste not, want 
not 

Canadians produce an es¬ 
timated $27 billion in food 
waste every year, and half 


of that is household food. 
That’s not festive! Cook an 
appropriate amount of food 
for the size of your gather¬ 
ing, and plan for the left¬ 
overs.

That’s because it’s 
more expensive to produce 
than conventional alterna¬ 
tives, which we often sub¬ 
sidize with environmental 
sacrifice and long-term 
health costs. But since 
you’re now committed to 
not wasting any food, and 
to cooking from scratch, 
you’re going to save so 
much money you can prob¬ 
ably offset the cost of buying 


more sustainable options. 

Step #4: Avoid serving 
GMO 

Unlike most of Europe, 
Canada does not require 
labelling of foods con¬ 
taining genetically modi¬ 
fied ingredients. Certified 
organic foods cannot, by 
definition, contain GMO in¬ 
gredients. Outside of those 
parameters, buy carefully. 
The good news for your 
holiday feast is that there 
are no GMO varieties of 
wheat, potatoes or root 
vegetables on the market. 
However, beware of con¬ 
ventional canola oil or soy 
derivatives. In the last 10 
years, genetically modified 
varieties of both these popu¬ 
lar processed food ingredi¬ 
ents have all but taken over. 
Organizations like The Non- 
GMO Project have resources 
to help you make informed 
choices. 

Step #5: Savour the 
goodness 

You’ve poured time, 
energy and love into cre¬ 
ating a meal that brings 
family and friends together.

defender through 2015

J.C. Sherritt went 
from practice squad 
to cornerstone of 
Edmonton's defence 


Relegated to the practice 
roster after his first pre-sea¬ 
son, J.C. Sherritt looked like 
he might become an after¬ 
thought with the Edmonton 
Eskimos. 

Two seasons and 202 bone¬ 
crunching tackles later, Sher¬ 
ritt is not only the cornerstone 
of the Eskimos defence, he’s 
the top defensive player in the 
CFL. 

The Eskimos rewarded 
Sherritt for his stellar play 
Wednesday, signing the five- 
foot-nine, 218-pound line¬ 
backer to a contract extension 
through the 2015 season. 

Sherritt was the over¬ 
whelming choice for the CFL’s 
outstanding defensive player 
award, earning 49 of the 57 
votes cast by CFL coaches and 
members of the Football Re¬ 
porters of Canada. 

His stats backed up the 
praise. He made a record-set- 
ting 130 defensive tackles in 
2012. He also recorded three 
sacks, three special-teams 
tackles, three forced fumbles, 
one fumble recoveiy, two 
knockdowns and five inter¬ 
ceptions for 56 yards. A nag-

ging ankle injury kept him 
out of the CFL East semifinal 
with Toronto, which the Argo¬ 
nauts won 42-26. 

“He is an extremely talent¬ 
ed player who has character 
beyond reproach,” Eskimos 
head coach Kavis Reed said 
in a statement. “He is a core 
player who will help us in our 
championship quest.” 

That’s big praise for some¬ 
one who wasn’t even expected 
to make the team. Sherritt in¬ 
itially signed with Edmonton 
on April 20, 2011, as a free 
agent, but Hervey said even 
the process of getting him into 
camp was an “uphill battle.” 

“When he got here there 


were people that were skeptic¬ 
al of his ability,” Hervey said. 
“It wasn’t until coach Reed 
had a practice session where 
he went live and J.C. ended up 
showing how physical he was, 
nearly knocking out one of 
the running backs on a goal¬ 
line drill. 

“I think at that point every¬ 
one said, ‘He’s going to make 
it at least until the first pre¬ 
season game,’ and the rest is 
history.” 

That history included be¬ 
ing cut after the 2011 pre-sea¬ 
son and placed on the practice 
roster. But with the Eskimos 
dealing with injuries on de¬ 
fence, Sherritt got into the 


lineup for Edmonton’s 2011 
season opener against Sas¬ 
katchewan. He emphatically 
took advantage of the oppor¬ 
tunity, making 11 tackles in 
the Eskimos’ 42-28 win over 
the Roughriders. 

The Eastern Washing¬ 
ton product ended the 2011 
season 74 defensive tackles, 
three quarterback sacks and 
was named the West Division 
rookie of the year. 

“J.C. took full advantage 
of every opportunity to every 
opportunity given to him, 
and because of those last two 
seasons he was obviously re¬ 
warded for his services.”

footballs next season in Can¬ 
ada. 

Apparently, his negotia¬ 
tion rights are now held by the 
Montreal Alouettes, who just 
signed 40-year-old Anthony Cal- 



villo to a new two-year contract. 

The Hamilton Tiger-Cats 
used to have the former first- 
round NFL draft pick’s negoti¬ 


ating rights but dropped him 
during tide season. 

Negotiating rights are secret 
in the CFL so it’s only specula¬ 
tive that Montreal has them 
right now. But sources suggest 
they do.
